Holdup Men Believed To

A posse of fifty men left Springfield

Fordney Alleges Fraud 
WASHINGTON, May 
17.—Piling 
the table in front of the speaker’s 
desk with enough articles to make it 
¡resemble a department store, Chair­ 
man Fordney of the ways and means 
committee illustrated to the house 
yesterday what he characterized as 
the “robbing of the government’* by

necessity of digging cellars under 
planti to be filled k with prepared 
suil. Many a man has been deterred 
from starting a garden by the labor 
he is directed to perform in garden­ 
ing books and periodicals. 
A spaded depth of three feet is by 
no means necessary In preparing the 
soil. If one foot is well spaded, un­ 
less there Is a clay subsoil, where 
deeper digging is necessary to allow 
for drainage and plenty of manure 
or commercial fertilizer used, good 
vegetables can be grown. It isn’t of­ 
ten that a garden gets dug as deeply 
as one foot In its entirety. In ordin­ 
arily good soil, a foot depth is suf­ 
ficient, 
Few vegetables send their roots 
further than a foot down in search 
of food, and then only when the up­ 
per soil is so impoverished it is nec­ 
essary for them to do so. 
Manure 
buried so deeply that the roots are 
never likely to reach it does little 
good save to furnish humus and re­ 
tain moisture. 
Manure should 
be 
thoroughly and finely incorporated 
with the soil, to do the most good 
and 
become 
quickly 
available. 
Sprinkling 
commercial 
fertilizers 
thinly upon the surface and hoeing 
them in g^ves the plants tho quick­ 
est growth, as gardeners now know.

If tuts fertilizer were buried as ma­ 
nure often it, is would be valueless.

feet manuring and pulverizing had 
been followed. 
The main idea to bear in mind is 
getting the plant food where

The use of a light sprinkling of ni­ 
trate on the lawn is the best and 
quickest way to p.-oduce a luxuriant 
stand of blue-green sward early In 
the season. 
The action of the ni­ 
trate of soda may be noted if a lump 
of the nitrate 
is dropp»-

lawn. In a short time it will be ob­ 
served that there v ill be a turf of 
thicker, ranker growth about 
this 
spot, much resembling the growth in 
pastures about old droppings. 
The main design in sprinkling ni­ 
trate upon the lawn should be an 
even distribution.

FIFTEEN MISSING IN 
CRASH OF A BRIDGE 


MARUN. Texas., May 
17.—Four 
bodies 
have been 
recovered 
and 
more than a score of persons res­ 
cued, while those unaccounted for 
approximate fifteen, a checkup 
of 
the toil exacted by ti e collapse of 
tho Bsrlin-Belton bridge over 
tho 
Brazo» River, five miles west of Mar­ 
lin, 
last 
afternoon, 
showed 
last 
night. 
The west tier of the bridge collaps­ 
ed while about thirty persons 
.in­ 
cluding many women, were standing 
on that portion 
of 
the 
structure 
watching repair work on the bridge 
abutment, which had been damaged 
during the recent flood. 
Two of the bodies recovered have 
been identified as those of Mrs. Ed 
Mosely of Beaumont and Mrs. Gold­ 
berg. 
The other two have not been iden­ 
tified. 
With more than a thousand per­ 
sons watching the work of serching 
for bodies and persons in the river 
rumors of lives lost showed widely 
divergent estimates. 


Those rescued were all in a more 
or less serious condition and doctors 
said chances were against several of 
them recovring. 
Some of those who were rescued 
managed to drift with the waters to 
the falls, three miles south of 
the 
scene of the acident. 
Others were 
taken from the waters by boats and 
rafts quickly thrown together. 
Mayor F. M. Stallworth and Dr. W. 
H. Allen, who w*ere 
among 
those 
who went down with 
the 
bridge, 
were rescued several miles 
down 
stream. Both are in a serious condi­ 
tion. 
A small automobile occupied by a
